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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In the claim, "the electrosurgical generator control circuitry" lacks antecedent 
basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lebouitz et 
a l (6,494,882) in view of Burek (6,361,532). The basic device including a strain gauge on the 
blade is clearly disclosed by Lebouitz et al (see column 5, line 1 1 - column 6, line 53). The 
reference also discloses monitoring of the strain gauge with various forms of feedback in column 
7, lines 1-25. The reference fails to disclose activation switches in the housing. Such a feature is 
well known in the art as disclosed by Burek and would have been obvious to skilled artisan to 
add to Lebouitz et al to permit the surgeon to control the application of power. Further, Lebouitz 
et al disclose that temperature may also be monitored in addition to strain. Therefore, it would 
have been further obvious to compensate the strain signal based on temperature since Lebouitz et 
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al recognize that temperature is a factor in the monitoring of various parameters. The use of a 
resistor for such a purpose is well known and obvious to employ. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lebouitz et 
al (6,494,882) in view of Burek (6,361,532) as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of 
Bell et al (WO 9639086). Lebouitz et al fail to disclose modification of the generator output 
based on the strain gauge input. Such a feature is disclosed by Bell et al at page 12, lines 14-19. 
Given this teaching, it would have been obvious to control the power in Lebouitz et al to ensure 
the progress of the surgical procedure.
